Mother of Rev., €, F.'

Rankin  Died

Thursday at her Home o North
Carolinn,

Mes, J, H, Rankin, mother of Rev.

C. I Rankin, pastor ol Lthe Itirst

Presbyterian chureh herve, died at her
home in Greenshoreo, N. ¢, Thursday
night.  Mr., Rankin was unaware of
wother's serious illness until a
telegram eeiched him here Thursday
mornloge, e 1ot dmanoedlately  for
Groeusboro, bup did not reach there
until gfter the end had alrveady come,
The sympathy of the entire elty goes
oul to him in his groat bereavement,

The Joiiowing account of her death
appeared o the Greensboro  Daily
Record Priday:

Mus, o HL Rankin died last nizb! at
1115 o'clock at her home, 206 Ashe
street, after an fllness of only about
21 hours, e death eanme as a greal
shoek to a host of friends and rela-
tives In the eity and counly,

Mrs, Iankin wins born in 1'erson
county in’ 1813, being o danghter of
the lade Mre, and Mres, Thomas Bachan-
atl, Several vears bedfore the war Mo,
ilehanan teoved his faiily to Guil-
ford, making his home about  three
miles  northeast  of Greenshoro, on
whit i2 now the Drown Sumamit road,

I'or thivty yvears Mes, Rankin had
been  a  conscerate:d member of the
First 1Mresbylerian ehuareh,  having

movedd her membership from the DBat-
falo Mreshyterian chureh when she
crume (o Greenshoro, ey life shone
oug as a beilliant example of a noble,
Chiistian woman,  and her inlluenee
for sood wias widely felt in the com-
munity. Fo know her wias 1o love her
and all who eame in tonch with her
Became her fricnds,

Mrs, Rankin  was  ap Wednesday,
sewing mmd going about her house-
work with her enstomary  ¢heerful-
ness, seeming o be in good health
Al undoubied!y in good spivits,  AL-
tor dinner she comploined ol a head-
nelie. She became worse and was
forecd to velive. Late in the night her

cheering.  Saying when they pene-
trated furthier into the Pledmant see-
